At the last meeting of the Xew York 


Historical society "William S. Pelle- 
treau read a paper on the subject of

The captain, according to Mr. Pel- 


letreau, had very respectable neigh- 
bors, some of the best people of the 
•city of New York living close to him 
in" Wall street and its vicinity. In 
fact, Mr. Pelletreau was rather pained 
to note that among modern New 
Yorkers some of the very respectable 
people of older days of the city are not 
so well remembered as the pirate cap- 
tain who dwelt among them.

Hastings is a little village seated 


amid the White Mountains on the 
boundary between Maine and New 
Hampshire, and is the most unique 
in New England, perhaps in the civil- 
ized world, declares the Boston Globe: 


It contains 300 inhabitants within 


the village proper, -with as many more 
at vrork cutting and hauling lumber 
to the village from the slopes of two 
surrounding mountains. It has the 
large manufacturing industries, large 
store and boarding houses, twenty- 
sii residences, 
postoffice, electric 


plant, lighting streets, store, etc., 
railroad, telephone, fine school, re- 
ligions societies and services, excel- 
lent water system and sewerage—in 
short, as many modern conveniences 
as any village of its size in New Eng- 
land." Yet it is neither city, town, 
plantation nor even an incorporated 
place. It is nothing. 


Its inhabitants pay no taxes of any 


sort. Babies have been born here, 
have grown to manhood and become

REVOLT AGAINST SILENCE. 


How Solitary Confinement Prteoaei* KM* 


ThemMlve* In the Evening Ho«tr». 
When the presumptive system of 


segregate confinement enforced at the 
Eastern penitentiary, Philadelphia, 
aroused the indignation of Charles 
Dickens and his trenchant pen g»v* 
expression to his horror of such pun- 
ishment, the institution on Fairmount 
avenue was given a sinister reputation, 
beyond its deserts. Since the great noT- 
veiist wrote in terms so severe of solita- 
ry imprisonment the results obtained, 
by th« management of the prison here 
have refuted in the main the stricture* 
passed upon the Eastern penitentiary. 
Phrenologists have given their testi- 
mony in favor of tlie system which 
Dickens condemned, and solitary con- 
finement is in vogue in niauy of the 
penitentiaries of the country. 
If en- 


forced to the letter and a man ytsa 
compelled to sit withiu a narrow cell 
day after day with uothiug but his 
own thoughts to occupy his mind, 
theu, indeed, 
solitary confinement 


would be a barbarity that would shauie 
civilization and humanity. 
Madness 


aud death could only result in the ma- 
jority of cases. 


But when the convicted mau stands 


before his judge to receive his pun- 
ishment and listens to the words "sol- 
itarv confinement," their terror is 
lightened by the merciful provision 
that his loneliness shall be be relieved 
by "hard labor."' 
Theu, too, the 


crowded condition of the Eastern pen- 
itentiary requires that two aud fre- 
quently three, convict" shall be confined 
in the same cell, and the "solitary 
confinement" part of the sentence is 
rno-e or less a legal fiction. 


While A man has the company of 


his fellows and the boon of work in 
the prison there is imposed upon him. 
a punishment the severity and irk- 
soineuess of which cau only be appre- 
hended in its full force by one who 
has undergone it. The punishment is 
silence. Throughout the day no man. 
dare speak to his fellow save of neces- 
sity or by steulth. 
To a man who has 


yielded fo temptation and fallen from 
an honorable place iu society the need 
of human sympathy, the sound of s 
kindly voice, a friendly ear into which 
to pour the torturing surgings of his 
mind is most necessary, aud must 
make this imposed silence terrible to 
bear. 


The prison authorities recognize 


the severity of the punishment of 
these long brooding hours and the 
mental strain imposed on the convict. 
Many iu passing the penitentiary iu 
the early hours of the evening must 
have been 
startled 
by the! cries 


and tumult echoing from behind its 
stoue walls, and wondered as they 
hurried by if a bloody revolt was go- 
ing on -within. 
A revolt It is, Indeed, 


that nightly takes place, but it is the 
revolt of overburdened hearts, of an- 
guished souls, and black, evil minds 
against the silence they have writhed 
under during the day. From 6 o'clock 
until 9 each night the ban of silence 
is raised, and the inmates of the prison 
are free to give vent to the tumult of 
their minds. 


Locked there in their cells the great 


majority of the prisoners await eager- 
ly the hour of six. At the given time 
pandemonium breaks loose. The cor- 
ridors echo and re-echo to tlie yells, 
shrieks and songs of the miserable, 
caged men. Many of them have mu- 
sical instruments, and these add their 
volume to the general discord. 
For 


three hours the din continues, but on 
the stroke of nine the electric lights 
in the cells go out, silence once more 
broods over the gloomy place, aud for- 
tunate the man who finds freedom in 
sleep.

In the Election Laivs'of Pennsylvania. 


Act ..No. 279, Section 10, we find the fol- 
lowing : 


"That every person, excepting justices 


of the peace, who shall hold any office 
or appointment of profit or trust under 
the government of the United States, or 
of this State, or of any city or incorpor- 
ated district, whether a commissioned 
officer or otherwise, a subordinate offi- 
cer or agent who is or shall be eraplov- 
ed under the Legislative, Executive or 
Judiciary Department of this State, or 
of the United States, or of any city or 
incorporated district, and also that every 
member of Congress and of the State 
Legislature, and of the select or com- 
mon council of any city, or commis- j 
sioners of any incorporated district, is, 
by law, incapable of holding or exercis- 
ing at the same time the office or ap- 
pointment of judge, inspector or clerk 
of any election of this Commonwealth, 
and that no inspector, judge or other 
officer of any such election shall be 
ellgable to any office to be then voted 
for except that of an election officer."

EXPERIMENT IN SOCIALISM. 


Liverpool \Vorkin^iu«;u Hide ou City- 


Owned Kailwuys to City Homes. 


James Boyle, United States consul 


at Liverpool, has made a report on 
the street railways of England. 
The 


cities of Great Britain, formerly very 
backward in providing such accom- 
modations, he says, are now moving 
on an enormous scale toward their 
construction. He describes this move- 
ment as one feature of the "municipal 
socialism" which is taking possession 
of British cities, verifying the com- 
ment of Lord Eosebery that the Lon- 
don common council was conducting 
the greatest experiment in practical 
socialism the world had ever seen. 


Not content with municipal owner- 


ship of street railways, electric and 
gas lighting plants, water supply and 
telephones, in several cities the muni- 
cipal corporations have built dwell- 
ings for working me a, run hotels and 
have erected and operated magnifi- 
cent baths. In Liverpool the coun- 
cil charges part of what should be the 
rent from municipal houses occupied 
by working men as homes against the 
taxes of the community. 


Mr. Boyle says the first line of elec- 


tric street railways in Liverpool was 
started a few days ago. He sets forth 
the best means for American manufac- 
turers to put themselves in position 
to secure valuable contracts, though 
he poiuts out a strong prejudice on 
the part of a large class of people in 
the cities against the award of con- 
tracts to foreigners. 


The Liverpool line is an overhead 


trolley, a committee of experts claim- 
ing that the underground conduit sys- 
tem installed in New York, \Vashiug- 
tou and Baltimore is a failure. Mr.

The Sound* of Battle. 


The report of a battle reaches the 


"World over In these days of the reign 
of the newspaper, but without any 
such outside aid it can be heard far 
beyond the scene of actual strife. The 
reports of the guns themselves, the 
real sounds of battle, go far out into 
space, and can be distinguished a long 
way from the point of conflict. 


Prof. W. F. Sinclair says that there 


is nothing unusual in the hearing of 
artillery at a distance of sixty miles. 
The Bombay time guns and salutes are 
often heard at the northern Mahim, 
a distance of over fifty miles. The 
guns are—or -were at the time when 
the 
observations 
were 
made—very 


modest a5airs, old-fashioned twenty- 
four or thirty-two pounders, leaded 
Trith four or five pounds of coarse 
black powder, not all of which was 
burnt.
